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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

Foundation  of  the  School 
The  Boston  College  School  of  Social  Work  was  founded  in 
March  1936.  The  Trustees  of  Boston  College  in  keeping  with  the 
Jesuit  tradition  decided  to  institute  a  program  of  graduate  training, 
calculated  to  prepare  young  men  and  women  for  the  profession  of 
social  work.  To  Reverend  Walter  McGuinn,  S.J.  was  given  the 
task  of  forming  the  policies  and  concrete  program  of  this  distinctly 
Catholic  School  of  Social  Work.  A  faculty  was  recruited  from  the 
professional  field;  social  agencies  throughout  New  England,  both 
public  and  private,  offered  their  resources  and  field  work  training. 
The  first  class  was  admitted  in  September  1936.  The  School  pros- 
pered  under  the  direction  of  its  founder  and  dean  and  established 
its  place  locally  in  the  community  and  nationally  in  the  field  of  so- 
cial work.  The  untimely  death  of  Father  McGuinn  has  left  the 
School  well  established  and  nationally  known,  a  fitting  memorial  to 
his  seal  for  the  cause  of  Catholic  social  work  on  a  professional  level. 

History  of  the  School 
In  May  1936  the  Boston  College  School  of  Social  Work  filed 
application  for  membership  with  the  American  Association  of  Schools 
of  Social  Work,  the  national  accrediting  body  for  social  work  edu' 
cation.  The  School  was  admitted  to  provisional  membership  in  this 
association  in  June  1938  and  was  admitted  to  full  membership  in 
June  1941.  Beginning  with  the  fall  semester  of  September  1945, 
the  School  will  offer  training  in  Medical  Social  Work  with  the  ap' 
proval  and  in  consultation  with  the  American  Association  of  Medical 
Social  Workers.  The  first  class  was  graduated  in  June  1938.  To 
date  the  School  has  awarded  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  degrees  of 
Master  of  Social  Work.  Graduates  from  the  School  have  already 
made  signal  contributions  in  various  parts  of  the  field  of  social  work. 
Many  of  the  graduates  are  actually  engaged  at  the  moment  in  ser- 
vices vital  to  the  war  effort,  such  as,  the  American  Red  Cross,  State 
Nursery  School  progam,  United  Seamans  Service  and  Division  of 
Social  Protection  of  the  Federal  Security  Agency.     Many  of  the 
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graduates  are  at  present  in  the  Armed  Services,  some  of  whom  are 

in  the  Classification  Division,  Medical  Administration,  Psychiatric 

Social  Work,  Personnel  Counseling  and  other  special  branches  of  the 

Service. 

Social  Work  Problems 

The  Problems  which  are  the  peculiar  concern  of  the  social  work' 
er  are  manifold  and  varied,  but  none  the  less  clearly  definable.  Many 
of  these  problems  have  their  roots  in  economic  insecurity,  an  invari- 
able  breeding  ground  for  countless  other  problems.  Domestic  discord, 
family  disorganisation,  parental  neglect,  delinquency  and  a  host  of  oth- 
er problems,  come  to  the  attention  of  the  social  worker.  In  the  war 
economy,  however,  all  these  problems  grow  apace.  Despite  the- 
reduction  in  unemployment,  and  considerable  increase  in  wages  there 
are  all  too  many  evidences  of  faulty  financial  management  in  family 
life.  The  great  increase  of  mothers  in  industry,  necessitating  day 
care  and  foster  home  care  for  children,  has  already  created  an  acute 
situation.  Hasty  marriages  and  forced  separations  due  to  Selective 
Service,  huge  migrations  of  defense  workers,  concentrations  in  de- 
fense  areas,  these  and  a  host  of  other  war  problems  are  confronting 
the  social  worker  at  the  present  time.  The  problems  of  the  post-war 
period  will  be  varied  and  complex  in  nature  and  the  social  worker 
will  be  concerned  with  the  problems  not  only  in  our  national  life  but 
in  the  international  scene  as  well.  The  rehabilitation  of  stricken 
countries,  the  return  of  displaced  persons,  problems  of  health  and 
reestablishment  of  communities  are  confronting  the  social  worker 
now.  There  is  a  demand  for  trained  personnel  in  such  programs  as 
the  United  Nations  Relief  and  Rehabilitation  Association,  American 
Red  Cross,  etc.  In  addition  the  problem  of  the  returning  soldier  in 
terms  of  health  and  social  needs  will  be  of  increasing  importance  to 
the  social  worker.  The  conversion  of  this  country  from  a  war'time 
to  a  peace-time  economy  will  result  in  economic  and  social  problems 
and  many  families  will  need  guidance  and  help  in  making  an  adjust' 
ment  to  the  post-war  world. 

The  Field  of  Social  Work 
The  fields  for  which  the  School  of  Social  Work  prepares  its 
graduates  are  the  fields  of  public  and  private  social  work.    There  are 
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three  major  divisions  of  social  work,  i.e.,  Social  Case  Work,  Social 
Group  Work,  Social  Planning,  with  Social  Research  as  an  essential 
part  of  each  division.  In  Social  Case  Work  there  are  many  oppor' 
tunities  for  graduates  in  the  public  and  private  agencies  concerned 
with  the  problems  of  families  and  children;  there  is  an  increasing  de' 
mand  for  professionally  trained  workers  in  child  placing  agencies, 
children's  institutions,  nurseries,  child  guidance  clinics  and  family 
service  agencies.  The  Home  Service  Division  of  the  American  Red 
Cross  has  increased  its  activities  tremendously  since  the  beginning  of 
the  war.  The  Boston  College  School  of  Social  Work  is  one  of  the 
schools  which  has  been  selected  by  the  American  Red  Cross,  Home 
Service  Division,  for  the  training  of  personnel,  and  scholarships 
granted  by  the  American  Red  Cross  are  available.  There  is  a  great 
demand  for  professionally  trained  medical  social  workers  and  because 
of  this  need  the  Boston  College  School  of  Social  Work  is  offering 
special  training  in  this  field.  There  is  a  real  shortage  of  trained  per' 
sonnel  in  Social  Group  Work;  at  the  present  time  settlements,  neigh' 
borhood  clubs,  youth  organizations  and  the  war  program  through 
the  United  Service  Organisations  are  calling  for  more  and  more 
trained  people  in  this  field.  Within  the  past  year  the  programs  in 
Social  Planning  and  Fund  Raising  for  the  support  of  social  agencies 
have  expanded;  this  is  evidenced  by  the  development  of  the  national, 
state  and  local  war  funds.  This  calls  for  an  increased  number  of  per' 
sons  trained  in  the  administration  of  Chests  and  Councils.  Many  of 
the  newer  developments  in  the  Federal  Government,  various  fund' 
raising  programs  for  Army  and  Navy  Relief,  and  many  of  the  organ' 
izations,  such  as,  Community  War  Services,  need  personnel  trained 
especially  in  community  organization  and  planning.  Research  is  the 
necessary  complement  of  social  work  practice  and  there  are  many  op' 
portunities  for  research  workers  in  both  public  and  private  fields 
The  local,  state  and  federal  public  welfare  programs  offer  many  op- 
portunities in  the  family  and  children's  fields  as  well  as  research  and 
administration. 

From  recent  studies  made  by  various  National  Associations  there 
is  evidence  that  there  is  a  definite  shortage  of  trained  social  work 
personnel  in  all  fields  of  social  work. 
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Professional  Education  for  Social  Work 
Social  Work  education  as  at  present  organise!  is  conducted  on 
a  graduate  level,  and  the  training  program  consists  in  theoretical 
courses  given  in  the  classroom  and  in  practical  clinical  experience 
under  careful  supervision  in  a  recognised  social  agency.  There  is  a 
prescribed  first  year  in  generic  social  work  wherein  the  student  learns 
the  general  principles  of  methods  common  to  all  forms  of  social  work. 
In  the  second  year  the  student  is  given  an  opportunity  to  choose  his 
field  of  special  interest  in  which  he  will  deepen  his  educational  ex' 
perience  in  social  work.  Inasmuch  as  social  work  is  an  art  as  well  as 
a  science,  considerable  store  is  placed  on  the  formation  of  definite 
professional  attitudes  on  the  part  of  the  student.  An  art  can  be 
learned  only  by  doing,  and  the  test  of  a  professional  school  for  social 
work  is  largely  its  capacity  to  afford  the  student  an  opportunity  to 
grow  professionally  through  a  carefully  guided  two  years'  experience. 
In  the  classroom  he  learns  the  historical  setting  and  grasps  the  larger 
philosophic  implications  of  the  dynamic  world  in  which  he  lives.  He 
acquires  the  intellectual  equipment  and  understanding  of  processes 
in  his  techniques.  Through  frequent  conferences  and  consultations 
his  outlook  is  broadened,  his  social  work  sense  is  sharpened,  his  sym' 
pathy  is  enkindled  and  his  judgment  is  purified.  In  his  field  work  he 
actually  meets  the  challenge  of  the  family  on  the  "top  floor  left"  with 
many  variegated  repetitions  and  with  a  constantly  increasing  aware' 
ness  of  what  is  actually  needed  in  the  situation.  During  the  course 
of  the  two  years,  the  student  is  expected  to  develop  an  attitude  of 
critical  analysis  which  is  tested  very  definitely  through  a  piece  of  re' 
search  on  the  subject  matter  of  his  specialty,  submitted  as  partial  re 
quirement  for  the  Master's  Degree. 

The  Philosophy  of  Social  Work 
While  Boston  College  is  fully  aware  of  the  importance  of  pro- 
fessional and  academic  standards,  it  cannot  be  unmindful  of  its  re- 
sponsibility as  a  Catholic  institution.  Hence,  the  School  of  Social 
Work  is  very  definitely  committed  to  the  intention  of  impregnating 
the  curriculum  with  the  principles  of  Christian  philosophy.  In  doing 
so,  the  School  feels  that  its  program  is  meeting  many  of  the  needs  of 
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the  professional  field.  Besides  imparting  a  sound  social  work  philoso- 
phy, the  Boston  College  School  of  Social  Work  aims  very  definitely 
at  the  spiritual  formation  of  the  student.  Mere  scientific  knowledge 
and  technical  skill  are  insufficient  equipment  for  the  work.  To  carry 
on  effectively  in  this  field,  the  worker  needs  strength  of  character,  a 
keen  insight  into  spiritual  problems  and  a  solid  spirituality;  even  from 
a  professional  standpoint,  there  is  every  reason  for  this  insistence  on 
the  things  of  the  spirit.  A  trained  social  worker  with  strong  super- 
natural  motives  and  with  a  clear  perspective  on  life  will  bring  to  the 
task  at  hand  an  influence  which  is  sorely  needed  today.  A  keen  re- 
alisation of  the  fact  that  "life  is  more  than  the  meat  and  the  body 
more  than  the  raiment"  will  enable  him  to  approach  the  problems  of 
human  living  with  a  clearness  of  vision  and  a  tenacity  of  purpose. 
Conscious  of  the  dignity  of  his  fellow  man  and  aware  of  his  super- 
natural destiny,  he  is  bound  to  bring  into  his  treatment  techniques  a 
sympathy,  an  earnestness  and  a  perseverance,  the  therapeutic  effect  of 
which  will  be  immeasurable.  The  School  then  purports  to  accomplish 
two  very  definite  tasks.  First,  a  synthesis  of  Catholic  principles  and. 
social  work  techniques  and,  secondly,  an  enriching  of  the  prospective 
social  worker  with  a  substantial  spirituality. 

Educational  Program  of  the  School 
The  program  of  the  Boston  College  School  of  Social  Work  is 
organised  to  meet  all  the  professional  requirements.  The  academic 
courses  are  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  set  by  the 
American  Association  of  Schools  of  Social  Work  and  the  field  work 
is  carried  on  in  recognized  social  agencies  under  competent  super- 
vision. The  course  of  study  in  Medical  Social  Work  has  been  drawn 
up  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  American  Association 
of  Medical  Social  Workers.  The  School  purports  to  give  its  students 
a  sound  professional  training.  To  meet  the  demands  for  profession- 
ally trained  social  workers  created  by  the  needs  flowing  from  the  war 
and  post-war  periods  the  School  is  offering  a  program  on  both  a  full- 
time  and  a  part-time  basis. 

For  students  entering  the  School  on  a  full-time  basis  the  training 
period  consists  in  four  semesters  application.    The  student  is  given  a 
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general  foundation  in  the  study  of  fundamental  principles  and  meth' 
ods  common  to  all  forms  of  social  work.  In  keeping  with  these  prin- 
ciples,  the  Schools  limits  its  enrollment  and  selects  its  applicants  with 
an  eye  to  the  needs  of  the  professional  field.  Generally,  the  students 
are  admitted  to  the  School  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester. 
However,  the  School  will  accept  a  limited  number  of  students,  who 
will  have  had  social  work  experience,  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter 
and  summer  semesters,  namely,  in  January  and  June. 

For  students  who  are  not  able  to  enter  the  School  on  a  fuil'time 
basis  but  who  are  interested  in  acquiring  a  Master  of  Social  Work 
degree  the  School  offers  a  five-year  program  whereby  students  may 
take  courses  on  a  part-time  basis  to  the  extent  of  twenty  credit  points. 
All  students  working  toward  a  Master's  degree  must  complete  one 
year  of  residence  in  the  School  and  two  field  work  placements.  Stu* 
dents  who  are  interested  in  further  professional  development  may  also 
enter  the  School  on  a  part'time  basis  and  may  be  admitted  to  any  of 
the  courses  offered  by  the  School. 

Rhode  Island  Division 

In  October  of  1942  the  Rhode  Island  Division  of  the  Boston 
College  School  of  Social  Work  was  established.  The  educational 
program  for  this  branch  is  similar  to  the  program  of  the  Boston 
College  School  of  Social  Work.  For  further  details  of  this  program 
a  prospectus  is  available  and  may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the 
Director  of  the  Rhode  Island  Division  at  40  Fountain  Street,  Provi' 
dence,  Rhode  Island. 

Academic  Courses 

The  academic  program  of  the  School  is  devoted  to  the  acquisition 
of  fundamental  knowledge  and  skills  which  are  basic  to  all  forms  of 
social  work  practice.  In  order  to  effect  this  purpose  various  methods 
are  employed,  such  as,  the  lecture  method,  classroom  discussion  and 
special  projects. 

Field  Work 

The  field  work  program  of  the  School  is  carried  on  in  close 
correlation  with  the  classroom  instruction.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
year  the  first  year  fuil'time  students  are  given  a  series  of  orientation 
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visits  and  lectures  (cf.  P.  13)  with  a  view  to  acquainting  the  student 
with  the  ramifications  and  scope  of  social  work.  The  first  year 
student  is  placed  in  a  case  work  agency  three  days  a  week  for  his  first 
years  experience  where  training  in  generic  case  work  is  given.  Sc 
ond  year  students  are  assigned  to  agencies  in  their  fields  of  special 
interest,  such  as:  Child  Welfare,  Psychiatric  Clinics,  Family  Service, 
Community  Chests  and  Councils,  Public  Welfare  Departments,  etc. 
The  field  work  program  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  School  and 
plans  of  training  are  worked  out  with  the  field  work  instructors  who 
accept  the  responsibility  of  teaching  the  students.  The  purpose  of 
the  field  work  course  is  to  develop  in  the  student  by  actual  practice, 
not  only  a  knowledge  of  the  current  practices  and  techniques,  but  a 
personal  appreciation  of  the  various  refinements  of  professional  prac- 
tice.  In  other  words,  it  is  expected  that  he  acquire  not  merely  the 
science  of  social  work,  but  the  art  of  social  work  as  well.  To  effect 
this  purpose  more  securely  various  means  are  devised  by  the  School 
and  by  the  Agencies.  The  student  is  given  a  limited  case  load  which 
will  enable  him  to  examine  his  practice,  assume  responsibility  for  his 
work  and  deepen  his  levels  of  practice  during  the  two  year  period. 
Every  experience  of  the  student  is  planned  by  the  Agency  Field  Work 
Instructor  with  this  development  in  view.  Students  present  monthly 
analytical  reports  to  the  Field  Work  Department  of  the  School. 
An  evaluation  of  these  reports  forms  the  basis  of  discussion  with  the 
student  in  his  monthly  conferences  with  School  Faculty. 

Meetings  of  the  Field  Work  groups  are  held  regularly  at  the 
School,  at  which  meetings,  principles  and  practices  in  training  are 
discussed.  Bi-monthly  visits  to  the  agencies  are  made  throughout  the 
year  by  the  School  Faculty  with  the  result  that  an  individualized  pre 
gram  of  training  for  each  student  is  assured. 

For  students  who  are  registered  in  the  School  on  a  part-time  basis 
arrangements  can  be  made  for  the  student  to  complete  one  year  of 
field  work  on  a  blocked  basis.  The  student  would  have  to  give  six- 
teen weeks  or  two  periods  of  eight  weeks  each  to  full-time  field  work 
practice.  The  program  for  these  students  will  be  similar  to  that  which 
is  planned  for  full-time  students  in  terms  of  content  and  supervision. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Location  and  Facilities 

The  School  is  situated  at  126  Newbury  Street,  in  the  Back  Bay 
of  Boston,  easily  accessible  from  the  North,  South  and  Back  Bay  sta' 
tions  and  sufficiently  near  the  center  of  the  social  work  activities  of 
the  City.     The  School  is  located  on  the  third  floor  of  the  building. 

The  Library,  which  has  been  developed  specifically  to  serve  the 
needs  of  the  School,  contains  a  noteworthy  collection  of  books,  docu' 
ments,  pamphlets  and  periodicals  touching  all  aspects  of  the  fields 
embraced  by  the  curriculum.  The  facilities  of  the  Boston  Public  Li' 
brary,  the  State  House  Library  and  many  special  libraries  are  also 
available  to  students  of  the  School. 

Boston  and  its  environs  offer  splendid  facilities  for  educational 
pursuits,  and  the  social  work  organisations  of  the  city  afford  an  ideal 
training  ground  for  prospective  students.  The  School  does  not  main' 
tain  residence  halls  for  students,  but  information  concerning  residence 
facilities  can  be  had  on  application  to  the  Office  of  the  Dean. 

Schedule 

The  academic  year  will  open  with  registrations  on  September  17, 
1945  and  will  close  May  25,  1946.  Classroom  instruction  is  given  on 
Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday  of  each  week,  while  Mondays,  Tues' 
days  and  Wednesdays  are  devoted  to  Field  Work  Practice.  Classes 
are  held  throughout  the  day.

Unit  of  Credit 

The  unit  of  credit  in  academic  courses  is  the  point  (semester 
hour).  A  point  represents  one  academic  hour  a  week  of  classroom 
instruction  per  semester.  One  credit  point  in  field  work  represents 
the  equivalent  of  65  hours  of  supervised  practice. 

Admission  Requirements 
Admission  to  the  School  is  determined  by  two  factors :  Academic 
preparation  and  personal  fitness  for  the  work. 
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Academic 

Candidates  for  the  Master  of  Social  Work  degree  must  present 
a  baccalaureate  degree  from  an  accredited  college,  with  an  under' 
graduate  background  of  at  least  twenty  semester-hours  in  Social 
and/or  Biological  Sciences;  i.e.,  such  courses  as  Economics,  Ethics, 
History,  Political  Science,  Sociology,  Psychology,  Education  and 
Biology.  A  transcript  of  the  college  grades  must  be  submitted,  and 
a  good  average  must  have  been  maintained  throughout  the  entire 
course.  Students  contemplating  the  Medical  Social  Work  field  must 
present  a  minimum  of  six  semester  hours  in  Biology,  Anatomy,  Physi- 
ology, Chemistry  or  Foods  and  Nutrition. 

Persons  with  a  valid  educational  background,  i.e.,  individuals 
who  have  received  degrees  in  Education  or  Law,  may  be  admitted  to 
the  regular  program  as  candidates  for  a  professional  certificate. 
Candidates  for  the  certificate  must  meet  the  same  requirements  in 
course  as  candidates  for  the  Masters  degree. 

The  School  will  admit  a  limited  number  of  special  students  to 
courses.  Such  students  will  be  selected  on  the  basis  of  their  employ 
ment  in  social  work  and  their  interest  in  further  professional  devel' 
opment. 

Personal 

The  applicant  must  give  evidence  of  good  health,  emotional  bal- 
ance, mental  maturity,  high  moral  purpose  and  scholarly  habits.  It 
must  be  clear  from  the  outset  that  the  applicant  has  a  wholesome  and 
genuine  interest  in  people,  is  temperamentally  suited  for  the  work 
and  in  general  is  possessed  of  a  character  and  disposition  that  will 
make  for  leadership  in  the  field.  Persons  under  twenty-one  years  and 
over  thirty-five  are  not  accepted,  save  for  special  reasons.  References 
are  exacted  from  four  individuals  who  know  the  candidate,  two  of 
whom  must  be  members  of  the  Faculty  where  the  student  completed 
his  college  courses  or  two  references  from  employers.  A  personal 
interview  is  required  for  each  applicant  before  acceptance.  This  re- 
quirement will  be  waived  for  immigrant  students  desiring  to  enter  the 
United  States  for  graduate  studies.  A  health  certificate  from  a  phy- 
sician designated  by  the  School  will  be  required  before  admission. 
The  fee  for  this  service  is  $5.00,  payable  before  the  examination. 
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Application  for  Admission 
Application  for  admission  is  made  on  a  form  which  may  be  ob' 
tained  by  communicating  with  the  Office  of  the  Dean.-  Once  the 
application  has  been  received,  notice  will  be  given  concerning  the 
filing  of  an  official  transcript  of  college  credits,  and  an  appointment 
will  be  made  for  the  required  personal  interview.  The  Admissions 
Committee  will  be  influenced  in  its  selection  of  candidates  by  the 
academic  and  professional  record  of  the  student  as  well  as  by  his 
personal  qualities.  Notice  of  the  Committee's  decision  will  be  sent  to 
the  applicant  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity. 

Registration 

Applicants  who  have  been  accepted  on  a  full-time  basis  will  be 
expected  to  deposit  with  the  School  within  one  week  of  their  notifica' 
tion  of  acceptance,  the  sum  of  $25.00  as  a  pledge  of  intention  to 
register.  This  deposit  is  ordinarily  non-returnable  and  will  be  cred' 
ited  as  partial  payment  of  the  first  semester's  tuition.  Students  will 
register  in  person  at  the  School  on  the  registration  days  listed  in  the 
School  Calendar.  Registration  in  person  on  the  specified  days  is  also 
required  of  all  students  in  each  and  every  semester  of  enrollment. 
Failure  to  comply  with  this  regulation  entails  a  Late  Registration  Fee 
of  $5.00. 

Applicants  who  have  been  accepted  on  a  part-time  basis  will  be 

expected  to  pay  the  registration  fee  and  tuition  fee  at  the  time  of 

registration. 

Advanced  Standing 

Academic  courses  or  supervised  field  work  completed  in  other 
accredited  graduate  schools  of  social  work  prior  to  enrollment  in  the 
School  may  be  accepted  as  Advanced  Credit  when  they  are  in  sub- 
stance  the  equivalent  of  similar  training  offered  by  the  School.  Pro- 
fessional experience  as  such  is  not  accreditable.  All  advanced  Credit 
is  potential,  and  as  such  is  granted  only  upon  satisfactory  completion 
of  other  requirements. 

Examinations  and  Grades 
Credit  for  any  course  will  not  be  given  until  the  student  has  sat- 
isfactorily completed   the  full  requirements  of  the   course   for  the 
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semester.  The  semester  grade  is  determine!  by  averaging  the  two 
quarterly  grades  with  the  final  examination  grade.  The  passing  grade 
is  65%.  A  failure  to  attain  an  average  of  65%  in  the  quarterly 
grades  renders  the  student  incapable  of  taking  the  final  examination. 
Failure  to  attain  55%  in  the  final  examination  constitutes  a  failure. 
Students  who  are  conditioned  (55%'64%)  in  the  course  will  be  per' 
mitted  to  take  one  reexamination.  Students  marked  "failed"  must 
repeat  the  course  to  obtain  credit. 

Special  students  are   required  to  complete   course  work.     Al' 
though  credit  can  not  be  granted  grades  will  be  given. 

Requirements  for  Degrees 
The  degree  of  Master  of  Social  Work  is  granted  upon  the  satis' 
factory  fulfillment  of  the  School's  requirements,  provided  the  pre' 
scribed  program  is  completed  within  five  years  from  first  registration. 
Should  the  candidate  fail  to  receive  the  degree  within  the  time  pre' 
scribed,  all  claims  or  rights  to  continue  working  for  a  longer  period 
for  the  degree,  or  to  have  any  or  all  of  his  work  already  accomplished 
credited  in  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  for  the  same  degree,  are 
ipso  facto  forfeited  and  annulled.  The  requirements  for  the  degree 
are  as  follows:

II.  Field  V/or\  (20  points  required)  20 

The  full  time  student  will  be  expected  to  give  seven  hours,  each 
of  the  field  work  days,  to  the  agency  where  he  has  been  placed,  and 
will  remain  with  one  agency  during  the  school  year.  The  student 
must  have  experience  in  two  distinct  fields,  650  clock  hours  in  each 
field,  a  total  of  1300  hours.  Students  who  are  placed  in  psychiatric 
clinics  are  required  to  complete  100  additional  clock  hours  in  practice. 
Students  who  are  accepted  in  the  Work  Study  program  will  be  re' 
quired  to  have  experience  in  two  distinct  fields.  Ten  points  in  credit 
can  be  obtained  in  a  blocked  field  work  experience.  The  student  will 
have  to  give  16  weeks  to  full'time  field  work  practice  or  two  periods 
of  8  weeks  each  to  full'time  field  work  practice.  The  student  will  be 
required  to  give  full'time  (namely  39  hours  a  week)  to  the  agency 
where  he  has  been  placed. 

The  field  work  program  must  be  fulfilled  in  its  entirety  as  to 
clock  hours.  While  with  the  agency,  the  ■  student  is  expected  to 
comport  himself  as  a  professional  person  and  meet  the  demands  of  the 
agency  with  the  professional  responsibility  of  a  regular  staff  member* 
The  student  will  be  expected  to  give  overtime  service  when  requested 
by  the  agency.  Students  must  submit  field  work  reports  the  first  day 
of  each  month  to  the  Field  Work  Department. 

Regularity  and  promptness  in  carrying  out  field  work  assign' 
ments  is  demanded  of  all  students.  In  case  of  inability  to  report  for 
field  work,  it  is  the  student's  responsibility  to  notify  the  agency 
supervisor  at  the  beginning  of  the  working  day,  if  not  before.  The 
student  is  also  expected  to  report  this  absence  to  the  Director  of 
Field  Work  within  the  week.    Credit  per  semester,  5  points. 
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III.  Thesis   (4  points  required)    4 

The  candidate  must  submit  two  typewritten  copies  of  an  outline 
of  a  thesis  on  a  subject  chosen  in  consultation  with  the  faculty  on  or 
before  November  1st  of  the  academic  year  in  which  the  degree  is  to 
be  conferred.  The  body  of  the  thesis  must  be  not  less  than  15,000 
words  and  must  be  either  typewritten  or  printed  and  substantially 
bound. 

Three  copies,  two  originals  and  one  carbon  copy,  on  prescribed 
paper,  and  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  format,  must  be  .sub' 
mitted  on  the  designated  day  of  the  year  in  which  it  is  planned  to 
take  the  degree.  The  title  page  must  bear  the  words:  "Submitted  in 
partial  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Social  Work  in  the  Boston  College  School  of  Social  Work,"  and  the 
full  title  of  the  thesis,  together  with  the  full  name  of  the  candidate. 
There  should  be -typewritten  or  printed  and  appended  to  each  thesis 
in  the  form  of  a  Vita,  a  statement  of  the  place  of  birth  of  the  author, 
of  the  educational  institutions  which  he  has  attended,  and  a  list  of  the 
degrees  and  honors  conferred  upon  him,  as  well  as  the  title  of  his 
previous  publications. 

Residence 

A  minimum  of  29  points  (15  in  courses,  10  in  field  work,  and  4 
for  the  thesis)  must  be  earned  in  residence  at  the  School. 

The  requirements  for  the  Master's  degree  are  as  follows: 

1.  Attainment  of  at  least  a  grade  of  75%  as  the  combined  average 
of  all  courses. 

2.  Participation  in  a  prescribed  Thesis  Seminar. 

3.  Presentation  of  an  approved  thesis,  which  is  accepted  by  two 
of  the  three  final  examiners. 

4.  A  successful  defense  of  the  thesis  in  an  oral  examination  in 
the  second  semester  of  the  second  year. 

Requirements  for  the  Certificate 
A  certificate  is  granted  upon  the  satisfactory  fulfillment  of  the 
School's  requirements  provided  the  prescribed  program  is  completed 
within  five  years  from  first  registration.     Requirements  for  the  cer- 
tificate are  the  same  as  those  for  the  degree. 
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The  tuition  beginning  with  September  1946  for   ^ 
new  students  will  be  $350  a  year  with  $10  for 
registration  fees.  The  tuition  each  semester 
is  ^175  with  a  registration  fee  of  $5;  hence, 
for  new  students  #180  is  payable  by  check  or 
urney  order  at  time  of  registration.  The  $25 
fee  paid  by  first-year  students  as  a  deposit  is 
credited  against  the  $180  in  the  first  semester; 
hence,  for  first-year  students,  since  they  will 
have  paid  the  $25  deposit,  the  amount  will  be 
(^155.  For  students  already  enrolled  in  the 
School  and  who  will  complete  their  academic 
work  by  June  1947,  tuition  fees  will  remain 
the  same,  namely,  students  will  be  required  to 
pay  ^300  a  year  with  $10  for  registration  fees. 
The  tuition  each  semester  will  be  $150  with  a 
registration  fee  of  &5;  hence,  $155  is  payable 
by  check  or  money  order  at  time  of  registration. 
Beginning  in  September  1947  all  students  will 
pay  a  tuition  fee  of  $350  a  year;  the  tuition 
each  semester  will  be  1175. 

Tuition  for  Part-time  Students 
The  tuition  is  ^25  a  course  with  a  $5  regis- 
tration fee  for  each  semester  beginning  in  June 
1946.  The  tuition  is  payable  by  check  or  money 
order  at  time  of  registration. 


Regulation  Concerning  Fees 
All  fees,  unless  otherwise  noted,  are  payable  at  time  of  regis' 
tration  each  semester.  Checks  or  money  orders  should  be  made  pay 
able  to  Boston  College  School  of  Social  Work.  No  consideration  will 
be  given  applications  for  refunds  unless  the  student  has  given  written 
notice  to  the  Dean  of  withdrawal  from  course. 

Where  illness,  physical  disability,  or  any  extraordinary  circum' 

stances  require  a  student  to  leave,  he  may  file  with  the  Dean 

a  written  statement  of  the  causes  of  such  withdrawal.    The  "date  of 
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withdrawal"  is  the  date  on  which  the  student  has  actually  notified  the 

Dean.        Thereupon  the  College  will  take  into  consideration  the 

equities  of  the  case,  but  in  no  event  will  any  registration  fee  be 

returned.     There  will  be  no  refund  for  withdrawals  after  the  sixth 

week.    No  credits  will  be  released  until  after  all  financial  obligations 

have  been  met. 

Placement  of  Graduates 

The  school  conducts  an  informal  placement  bureau  to  secure 

positions  for  its  graduates  and  to  promote  their  interests.    All  mem' 

bers  of  the  Alumni  Association  can  register  with  this  service  and  will 

thus  be  informed  regarding  available  positions.    The  School  has  many 

more  requests  for  workers  than  it  can  possibly  meet. 

Caritas 

Caritas,  a  quarterly  publication,  is  edited  and  managed  by  the 
students  and  graduates  of  the  School.  Caritas  is  published  four  times 
a  year,  sc.,  in  February,  May,  October  and  December. 

All  students  are  required  to  subscribe  to  Caritas,  which  is  $1.00 
a  year. 

Alumni  Association 

The  Alumni  Association  was  officially  organized  December  24, 
1939.  Membership  dues  are  $2.00.  Formal  meetings  are  held  twice 
a  year,  namely,  at  Christmas  time  and  in  May.  The  officers  consist 
of  President,  Vice'President,  Recording  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and 
an  Executive  Committee. 

Advisory  Council 
The  Advisory  Council  of  the  School  was  inaugurated  in  the  Fall 
of  1940.  The  Council  is  composed  of  seventeen  men  prominent  in 
the  civic,  educational  and  professional  life  of  the  New  England  com' 
munity.  Their  purpose  is  two'fold — to  serve  the  School  in  an  ad' 
visory  capacity  and  to  interpret  the  School  to  the  community.  The 
group  meets  at  regular  intervals  throughout  the  year  and  participates 
in  the  important  functions  of  the  School. 

Scholarships 
Candidates  for  all  scholarships  must  meet  the  regular  require' 
ments  of  the  School. 
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Saint  Vincent  DePaul  Scholarship 
The  Particular  Council  of  Boston,  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de 
Paul,  has  establish  a  two   years'  scholarship  in   the   Boston    College 
School  of  Social  Work. 

Candidates  for  this  scholarship  must  meet  the  regular  require- 
ments of  the  School  and  certain  conditions  specified  by  the  Particular 
Council  of  Boston.  The  scholarship  will  be  limited  to  young  men 
of  the  Catholic  Faith,  with  residence  in  Greater  Boston,  who  have  a 
Bachelor's  degree  from  an  accredited  college  and  who  have  demon' 
strated  a  capacity  for  leadership  in  the  field  of  social  work.  The 
award  will  be  made  by  a  joint  board,  representing  the  School  and  the 
Particular  Council  of  Boston.  Special  consideration  will  be  given  to 
applicants  who  would  otherwise  find  it  difficult  to  finance  graduate 
studies. 

American  Red  Cross— Home  Service  Scholarships 
The  American  Red  Cross,  Home  Service  Division,  has  made  a 
limited  number  of  scholarships  available.  Candidates  must  be  per' 
sons  in  good  physical  and  mental  health,  and  between  the  ages  of  21 
and  40  years.  They  must  have  an  interest  in  working  in  smaller  cities 
and  towns  and  must  be  willing  to  make  an  agreement  for  one  year  of 
employment  in  Home  Service  upon  completion  of  training.  Both  first 
and  second  year  students  may  apply  for  this  scholarship.  The 
scholarship  will  provide  full  tuition  and  a  stipend  of  $100.00  a  month 
toward  maintenance  for  a  period  of  one  academic  year. 

George  P.  O'Connor  Scholarship 
The  Proparvulis  Club  Scholarship  is  offered  for  a  period  of  two 
years  and  is  subject  to  the  requirements  agreed  upon  by  the  Dean  of 
the  Boston  College  School  of  Social  Work  and  the  Scholarship  Com' 
mittee  of  the  Proparvulis  Club.  This  scholarship  covers  full  tuition. 
This  scholarship  was  established  in  memory  of  the  Reverend 
George  P.  O'Conor,  a  former  director  of  the  Catholic  Charitable 
Bureau,  and  the  founder  of  the  Proparvulis  Club. 

In  making  the  ward  the  Committee  will  consider  any  Catholic 
young  woman  in  the  Archdiocese  of  Boston  who  is  eligible  to  enter 
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the  Boston  College  School  of  Social  Work  and  who  is  interested  in 
the  cause  of  Catholic  Charities.  The  financial  status  of  the  appli- 
cant will  also  be  given  consideration. 

Father  McGuinn  Scholarship 
This  scholarship  has  been  established  in  memory  of  Father  Mc- 
Guinn,  the  founder  of  the  School,  by  the  Advisory  Council.     This 
scholarship   includes  full  tuition.     Candidates  for  this  scholarship 
must  meet  the  regular  requirements  of  the  School. 

Other  Scholarships 
The  School  also  has  a  number  of  other  full  tuition  scholarships 
for  the  current  year.     Applicants  for  these  scholarships  must  meet 
the  regular  requirements  of  the  School. 
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DESCRIPTION  OF  INDIVIDUAL  COURSES 

Social  Case  Work  I. 

An  introductory  course  to  acquaint  the  student  with  principles  and 
methods  in  case  work  through  discussion  of  case  material  presented  by 
the  instructor  and  students.  Discussion  will  be  centered  on  understanding 
the  client,  his  problems  and  the  role  of  the  case  worker,  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  beginning  of  the  case  work  relationship  at  intake  and 
problems  involving  financial  need. 

Two«point  course 
Medical  Information  I. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  social  worker  an  understanding,  first, 
or  the  normal  functioning  of  the  human  body  and  second,  of  the 
deviations  found  in  diseases.  Special  stress  will  be  laid  on  the  problem 
oi  chronic  diseases,  for  example,  cancer,  tuberculosis,  syphilis,  diabetes 
melJitus,  heart  disease,  chronic  kidney  disease,  etc.,  inasmuch  as  these 
diseases  present  serious  social  problems.  The  resources  for  medical  care 
available  in  the  community,  preventive  medicine,  public  health  laws 
and  programs  will  be  discussed. 

Two'point  course 
Social  Aspects  of  Medicine. 

Co-operation  of  social  case  work  agencies  with  doctors,  nurses,  hospitals 
and  health  agencies  will  be  discussed,  as  well  as  the  social  workers'  re- 
sponsibility in  the  promotion  of  health  through  support  of  public  health 
and  medical  care  programs. 

_  Oncpoint  course 

Psychiatric  Information  I. 

This  course  introduces  the  student  to  the  concept  of  dynamic  psychology, 
and  describes  the  emotional  patterns  underlying  much  of  human  thought 
and  behavior.  Bodily  changes  accompanying  emotional  states  are  stressed. 
Ihe  normal  problems  of  childhood  and  their  influence  upon  later  be- 
havior are  discussed.  The  group  of  causative  factors  responsible  for 
mental  illness  both  mild  and  severe,  are  studied.  The  Adlerian  concept, 
the  Freudian  hypothesis,  the  works  of  Jung  and  Allers  are  considered. 

Two«point  course 
Elements  of  Law  for  Social  Workers. 

Lectures  and  readings,  case  study  and  class  discussion  will  be  used  in 
order  to  give  the  social  worker  a  proper  understanding  of  the  basis, 
Junction .effect  and  scope  of  legislation,  in  relation  to  the  field  of  social 
work.  The  great  problems  arising  out  of  the  war  economy,  with  the 
drastic  changes  in  our  law  which  they  have  evoked,  will  be  given  con- 
sideration. Practical  application  of  the  law  studied  will  be  had  in  respe-t 
•   to  the  cases  encountered  by  the  social  workers  in  their  practice. 

_     .  ,   _  Two'point  course 

Social  Research  Methods. 

This  course  aims  to  give  the  student  a  working  knowledge  of  the  pur- 
poses and  principles  of  social  research  and  the  methods  through  which 
such  research  is  conducted.  Current  reports  in  the  field  of  social  work 
will  be  used  as  a  basis  for  the  study  of  the  practical  application  of  these 
methods. 

Two'point  course 
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Social  Com  Work  II. 

This  course  will  consist  of  case  studies  illustrating  concepts  learned  in 
Psychiatric  Information  and  pointed  toward  the  concept  of  the  giving 
of  help  with  an  awareness  of  the  individual.  Cases  will  be  selected  show- 
ing  personality  development,  needs  and  problems  at  different  age  levels. 
Discussion  will  be  directed  toward  helping  the  student  acquire  a  method 
of  studying  the  case,  understanding  and  evaluating  the  treatment  used. 
Attention  will  be  given  to  current  problems  in  the  war  economy  such 
as  problems  of  rehabilitation. 

Twcpomt  course 

Psychiatric  Information  II. 

This  course,  which  is  a  continuation  of  Psychiatric  Information  I,  intro- 
duces  the  student  to  the  study  of  the  various  mental  diseases.  The 
major  emphasis  is  placed  on  psychoses  and  neuroses.  Special  lectures 
are  presented  on  such  subjects  as  Alcoholism,  Illegitimacy,  Suicide, 
Epilepsy  and  Hysteria.  Problems  relative  to  the  returned  serviceman  and 
his  family  are  discussed.  Ten  lectures  with  opportunity  for  clinical 
observation  are  given  at  the  Boston  Psychopathic  Hospital. 

Two'point  course 

Community  Organization. 

This  course  is  designed  to  acquaint  the  prospective  social  worker  with 
the  community  organization  process  as  it  applies  to  the  practice  of 
social  work.  The  functions  and  programs  of  those  agencies  whose  major 
activity  is  community  organisation  will  be  studied  with  special  emphasis 
on  Councils  of  Social  Agencies,  Community  Councils,  Community 
Chests,  and  national  agencies.  The  values  and  possibilities  of  community 
organization  principles  as  applied  to  other  agencies  will  also  be  exam- 
ined.  Coordination  of  effort,  co-operative  action,  interpretation,  social 
agency  budgeting  and  financing  will  be  studied.  Community  action  con- 
cerning organization  of  local  services  for  returning  veterans  will  be 
explored. 

Two'point  course 

labor  Problems  and  Relations. 

This  course  will  consider  the  changing  environment  confronting  the 
wage  earner  in  our  present  mass  production  economy.  Insecurity  his- 
torically and  after  the  present  war  program,  instability  of  income  be- 
cause of  age,  industrial  accidents,  illness,  occupational  disease  and 
post-war  adjustments  will  be  studied,  with  attention  to  wages,  hours 
of  work  and  other  conditions  of  employment.  Methods  of  dealing  with 
these  problems  will  be  analyzed  such  as  unionization  and  collective 
bargaining,  industrial  personnel  programs,  public  works,  social  insur- 
ance and  other  labor  legislation.  Government  in  labor-management 
relations  and  regulation  of  economic  activities  will  be  considered,  with 
emphasis  on  current  efforts  .to  stabilize  wages,  and  manpower  utilization. 
Restoration  of  war  workers  and  veterans  to  our  civilian  economy  will 
also  be  covered  in  terms  of  labor  market  and  job  placement. 

Two'point   course 

Child  Welfare. 

This  is  a  comprehensive  course  designed  to  acquaint  the  student  with 
the  philosophy  and  development  of  Child  Welfare  in  the  United  States. 
Consideration  will  be  given  to  the  provisions  for  the  study  and  treatment 
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of  dependent,  neglected,  delinquent  and  illegitimate  children  in  their 
own  homes,  foster  homes  and  institutions;  special  war-time  problems 
affecting  children;  educational,  health,  recreational  and  child  labor 
regulations;  the  administration  of  the  child  care  and  protection  programs 
through  private  agencies  and  public  agencies  functioning  on  Federal, 
State  and  local  levels,  will  be  studied.  Lectures  will  be  supplemented  by 
class  discussion. 

Ttvo'point  course 

Social  Case  Work  With  Children. 

This  course  is  designed  for  the  student  whose  chief  interest  is  in  the 
field  of  child  welfare.  The  content  of  the  course  pertains  to  the  study 
and  treatment  of  the  child  receiving  substitute  parental  care  in  a  foster 
home,  foster  day  care,  institution  or  nursery.  Study  of  the  factors  caus- 
ing  the  disruption  of  family  life;  the  child's  environment,  physical  and 
emotional  needs;  the  traumatic  effects  and  frequent  behavior  difficulties 
arising  as  a  result  of  a  broken  home;  the  study  and  selection  of  substitute 
parents  and  the  adjustment  of  the  child  to  his  changed  environment, 
will  be  based  on  case  study.  Students  will  participate  in  the  presentation 
of  case  studies  and  discussion. 

Two-point  course 

Public  Welfare  Administration  I. 

A  comprehensive  course  intended  to  give  the  student  a  knowledge  of 
the  broad  field  of  public  welfare  on  the  Federal,  State  and  local  levels, 
with  emphasis  upon  the  fundamental  principles  of  organization  needed 
for  sound  public  welfare  administration.  The  course  will  indicate  the 
application  of  these  principles  in  the  field  of  institutional  care  of  depend- 
ent, neglected,  delinquent,  mentally  ill  and  criminal  groups.  Particular 
attention  will  be  given  to  the  development  and  content  of  programs  of 
family  security  and  public  assistance  on  the  National,  State  and  local 
levels  and  the  relationships  between  these  governmental  units  with  respect 
to  financial  aid,  supervision,  personnel  administration,  staff  dovelupmcnt 
programs,  etc. 

TwO'point  course 

Principles  of  Group  Work 

This  course  is  designed  to  serve  as  an  introduction  to  the  field  of  social 
group  work.  It  will  acquaint  the  student  with  the  structure  and  function 
of  agencies  using  group  work  methods  and  indicate  the  mutual  related' 
ness  of  the  group  work  process  to  the  other  processes  in  the  field  of 
social  practice.  Case  material  will  be  used  to  illustrate  group  work 
theories  and  methods.  Case  work'group  work  relationships  will  be 
brought  out  as  well  as  the  role  of  group  work  in  community  organization 
and  social  action. 

TwO'point   course 

Social  Welfare  Administration. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  student  an  appreciation  of  the 
development  of  social  welfare  patterns  in  this  country  with  particular 
focus  on  the  organization  of  social  work  resources  and  discussion  of 
sound  administrative  principles.  The  relation  of  the  practitioner  to  the 
social  work  structure  will  be  explored. 

TwO'point   course 
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Public  Welfare  Administration  II.   (not  offered  in  1945-46) 

This  course  is  planned  to  give  students  whose  chief  interest  is  in  the 
public  field,  opportunity  to  discuss  problems  in  administration  of  the 
public  assistance  program  in  the  local  community.  Case  records  will  be 
used  as  the  basis  for  discussion  of  the  social  aspects  involved  in  deter' 
mining  eligibility  and  the  role  of  the  social  worker  and  the  client  in 
relation  to  it;  problems  in  the  application  of  the  agency's  Standards 
of  Assistance  and  in  the  discovery  and  utilization  of  the  client's  resources, 
as  well  as  upon  the  effects  which  limitations  in  the  laws,  in  funds  and  in 
personnel  have  upon  the  administration  of  public  assistance  to  needy 
persons  will  be  treated.  Measures  which  have  been  developed  by  the 
Federal  governmnt  in  the  interest  of  family  security  during  the  war  will 
be  presented  and  discussed. 

Two'point  course 

Community  Chests  and  Councils. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  an  understanding 
of  the  community  chest'council  movement.  The  course  will  take  up  a 
study  of  chest'council  development  and  its  role  in  organizing  services 
to  meet  social  needs.  The  administrative  functions  of  both  chest  and 
council  will  be  taken  up  with  emphasis  on  financial  campaigns,  central 
budgeting,  operation  of  council  divisions,  committee  management  and 
development  of  lay  leadership.  The  national,  state  and  war  fund  oper' 
ation  will  be  explored. 

Two'point  course 

Philosophy  of  Social  Work. 

This  course  is  presented  to  furnish  the  social  worker  with  a  clear 
insight  into  the  relationship  between  the  general  principles  of  Scholastic 
Philosophy  and  the  objectives  of  modern  social  work.  The  current  liter' 
ature  of  social  work  will  be  reviewed,  analyzed  and  discussed  from  the 
standpoint  of  Scholastic  Philosophy.  From  this  study  a  positive  philo' 
ophy  of  social  work  will  be  formulated.  This  course  will  bring  into 
sharp  relief  the  necessity  of  logical  processes  and  the  importance  of 
defining  objectives  before  attempting  to  inaugurate  a  practical  program. 
The  principles  of  individual  and  social  ethics  will  be  applied  to  the  spc 
cific  problems  that  are  found  in  the  field  of  social  work.  There  will  be  a 
presentation  of  the  case  material  illustrating  the  various  conflicts  that 
arise  in  case  work  relationships.  Unethical  standards  will  be  evaluated, 
and  there  will  be  a  development  of  positive  ethical  principles  which 
should  guide  the  case  worker  in  his  dealings  with  individuals  and 
families. 

Two'point  course 

Family  Economics. 

This  course  emphasizes  the  phases  of  nutrition  and  family  economics 
which  are  helpful  in  the  practice  of  social  work  in  both  public  and 
private  agencies.  The  content  includes  a  discussion  of  the  nutritional 
requirements  of  normal  children  and  adults  and  the  modifications  made 
necessary  by  such  factors  as  food  shortages,  family  income,  racial  food 
patterns,  illnesses,  etc.  Family  financial  counseling  in  private  agencies 
and  the  use  of  standards  of  assistance  in  public  agencies  will  also  be 
discussed.  Such  subjects  are  the  development  of  standard  budgets,,  their 
adaptation    to    agency   practice,    consideration    of    family    resources    and 
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methods  of  working  with  families  presenting  financial  problems  will 
be  included. 

Two'point  course 
Advanced  Medical  Information. 

This  course  is  required  of  all  medical  social  work  majors.  The  content 
of  this  course  will  be  concerned  with  the  relation  of  medical  science 
-  with  the  understanding  of  special  diseases,  such  as  tuberculosis,  cancer, 
diseases  of  the  circulatory  system,  venereal  diseases  and  geriatrics.  Some 
consideration  will  be  given  to  the  public  health  programs.  Special  lee 
turers  will  be  provided  who  will  serve  under  the  direction  of  the  pre 
fessor  of  Medical  Information.  Arrangements  will  be  made  for  clinical 
demonstration  of  material  presented. 

Two'point  course 

Psychosomatic  Medicine. 

This  course  presupposes  material  presented  in  Medical  Information  I 
and  Psychiatric  Information  I.  The  influence  of  psychic  processes  upon 
physiological  functions  will  be  studied  in  detail.  Certain  special  diseases, 
for  example,  hypertension,  bronchial  asthma,  peptic  ulcer,  mucous  colitis, 
etc.,  will  be  studied  from  the  viewpoint  of  their  complex  causation,  both 
physical  arid  psychic,  in  order  to  demonstrate  the  need  for  integrating 
somatic  therapy  and  psychotherapy. 

Two'point  course 

Medical  Social  Case  Work  I. 

This  course  is  required  of  all  medical  work  majors.  The  content 
of  the  course  will  be  on  the  history  and  development  of  medical  social 
work  standards.  Consideration  and  evaluation  of  medical  social  work 
practice  with  particular  focus  on  medical  social  work  in  a  hospital 
setting  will  be  emphasised. 

Two'point  course 

Medical  Social  Case  Work  II. 

This  course  will  be  required  of  all  medical  social  work  majors.  The 
content  of  this  course  will  be  focused  primarily  on  a  discussion  of  med' 
ical  social  case  work  practice  and  the  function  of  the  medical  social 
worker  in  both  public  and  private  fields.  An  examination  of  the  skills 
of  the  case  worker  will  be  explored.  The  relation  of  the  medical  social 
worker   in    a   hospital   setting   will   also   be   considered. 

Two'point  course 

Government  and  Social  Work. 

This  course  presupposes  the  course  in  Public  Welfare  Administration. 
Its  objective  is  an  understanding  of  government  as  an  institution  for 
advancing  social  welfare  under  constitutional  authority  and  by  due 
process  of  law.  The  instruments  of  social  legislation,  administrative 
regulation,  fiscal  policy,  and  public  personnel  will  be  studied  with 
emphasis  on  our  current  program,  in  terms  of  consumer's  welfare, 
mobilization  of  manpower,  and  of  research  and  planning  for  the  post' 
war  future.  Government  provision  for  restoration  of  demobilized  war 
workers  and  discharged  veterans  to  post'war  life  will  be  surveyed. 

Two'point  course 
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Public  Relations. 

This  course  will  consider  the  place  of  interpretation  in  a  social  work 
program.  Particular  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  definition  of  rela' 
tionships  of  social  agencies  to  the  various  elements  in  the  communities, 
such  as,  religious,  social,  labor,  etc.,  the  study  of  the  relationships  of 
lay  persons  who  serve  on  boards  to  social  agencies  will  be  discussed 
and  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  relationship  of  the  case ,  worker 
to  board  members,  lay  groups  who  are  participating  in  the  program  and 
other  groups  within  the  community.  The  elements  that  go  into  the 
formation  of  public  opinion  will  be  analyzed  and  particular  stress 
will  be  laid  on  the  relationship  of  public  understanding  to  financial 
support  of  social  work. 

Two'point  course 

Psychiatric  Case  Work. 

The  main  emphasis  in  this  course  will  be  upon  the  application  of 
psychiatric  case  work  theory  to  practice  with  special  stress  on  the  cor' 
relation  between  treatment  and  diagnosis.  Cases  will  be  used  which 
demonstrate  these  points  of  view.  The  problems  of  the  returning  service 
man,,  as  they  are  met  by  the  psychiatric  social  worker,  will  be  dis' 
cussed.  The  psychiatric  settings  represented  by  the  field  placements 
of  the  students  will  be  the  basis  for  orientation  to  the  differences  which 
exist  between  various  psychiatric  theories  and  procedures. 

Two'point  course 

Child  Guidance. 

A  survey  of  the  normal  and  atypical  child  development  and  behavior. 
Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  parent'child  and  sibling  relationships  of 
children  in  the  preschool,  school-attendance  and  adolescent  years.  The 
functions  of  the  child  psychiatrist,  psychologist  and  psychiatric  social 
worker  in  the  present'day  child  guidance  clinics  are  outlined  through 
the  medium  of  actual  case  discussions. 

Two'point  course 

Social  Implications  of  Mental  Testing. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  present  and  familiarize  the  student 
with  the  major  concepts  and  units  of  measurement  which  are  commonly 
used  in  testing  intelligence,  achievement,  personality  and  aptitude  in 
the  educational,  clinical,  industrial  and  professional  fields.  The  topics 
covered  include  the  need  for  standardized  tests,  distinguishing  charae 
teristics,  kinds  and  uses  of  tests,  their  advantages  and  disadvantages, 
the  technique  of  testing  and  interpretation  of  test  results.  Present  day 
trends  in  the  testing  movement  such  as  psychological  service  in  com' 
munities,  objectives  of.  the  Selective  Service  Psychiatric  Classification, 
attitudes  regarding  Civilian  Morale  and  defense  employment,  etc.,  will 
be  discussed.  Environmental  effects  on  test  results,  vocational  and  edu' 
cational  guidance,  and  clinical  treatment  in  regard  to  the  application 
of  test  results  will  also  be  studied.  The  course  will  attempt  to  teach 
students  how  to  interpret  these  test  results  in  the  various  phases  of 
social  work. 

Two'point  course 
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Supervision. 

This  course  is  designed  for  supervisors.  Discussion  will  be  focussed  on 
content  of  supervision  and  the  use  of  relationship  in  the  supervisory 
processes.  Administration  aspects  in  supervision  will  be  considered.  Stu' 
dents  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  present  problems  from  their 
own  experience.  The  importance  of  function  in  supervision  will  be 
explored. 

TwO'point  course 

Master's  Thesis. 

Each  candidate  for  the  degree  is  required  to  prepare  a  thesis.  The  sub' 
ject  chosen  by  the  student  should  be  related  to  the  particular  field  of 
work  in  which  the  student  is  engaged,  bearing  on  specific  techniques  or 
problems  presented  in  that  area.  The  candidate  is  expected  to  choose  a 
subject  that  would  necessitate  the  collection  and  study  of  original  ma' 
terial  and  will  make  in  some  measure  a  contribution  to  professional 
knowledge. 

Four  points 

Thesis  Seminar. 

All  the  students  who  are  candidates  for  the  Master's  degree  are  required 
to  take  this  course  during  the  second  year.  Each  student  will  present  his 
plan  for  his  thesis.  The  actual  data,  as  they  take  shape  through  the 
year,  will  be   analyzed   and   criticized  by  the  seminar   group.
